Hospital Personnel 
Hear Disease Talk 


A group of 20 Tehama County 


doctors and health care per- 
sonnel met last night at St. 
Elizabeth Hospital to hear Dr. 
H. W. Paley discuss 
the 


detection of coronary artery 
disease. 


Dr. Paley, a cardiologist at 


Mt. Zion Hospital in San 
Francisco, focused his lecture 
on Stress Exercise Tests, with 
particular emphasis on the 
Treadmill. 


The Treadmill is a device 


constructed so that the patient 
"walks" on a platform slanted 
slightly uphill at various paces, 
beginning at two miles per 
hours. The pace may be in- 


creased up to five or six miles 
per hour until a maximal heart 
rate is determined. 


Paley explained that the 


treadmill is the most accurate of 
Stress Exercise Tests, although 
other tests include Atrial Pace 
and Double Masters tests. 


Such tests are administered to 


stress the heart enough so that a 
rofusion deficity (lack of blood 
going to the heart) may be 
picked up. 


The lecture was supplemented 


by slides of electrocardiograms 
of patients treated at Mi. Zion. 


Dr. Paley, who was making 


his fourth trip to Red Bluff,

Tehama Multi-Purpose Room 
To Get New Air Conditioner

TEHAMA — Tehama's city 


hall-library-community center 
will be air conditioned, hopefully 
before 
the weather 
turns 


stiflingly hot. 


The city council last night 


agreed to look for a reasonably 
priced window-type room air 
conditioner for the one room 
multi-purpose building next to 
the city fire department. 


Estimated cost for the non-bid 


item is between $200 and $300. 


The council passed on final 


reading an ordinance giving the 
city the power to remove junked 
vehicles and junked vehicle 
parts from private property. 
The only exceptions to the or- 
dinance would be if the junked 


items were completely enclosed 
in a garage or other housing or if 
work was in progress on the 
offending item. 


Councilmen noted that some 


fencing in the city has been 
installed less than 40 feet from 
the center line of the road on 
which the fence fronts. The 
section pf the ordinance defining 
the fence set backs will now be 
enforced, the board decided. 
However no action will be taken 
on existing fences at this time. 


Tentatively approved were $10 


a month salary increases for 
both the city clerk and the city 
treasurer. The clerk now earns 
$40 each month; the treasurer 
$10. The increases are expected 
to formally be presented at the 


July 7 meeting in a salary or- 
dinance. 


The city attorney will be 


requested 
to meet with the 


board to work up a city zoning 
ordinance. The council would 
like to see much of the land 
zoned residential, with use 
permits 
required for non- 


conforming uses such as in- 
stallation of mobile homes.

No one spoke for or against the 


proposal, although at least half 
the property owners involved 
indicated at earlier public 
hearings they didn't want, and

Mass Murder Suspect Pleads 
Innocent As Search Continues

YUBA CITY (AP) — Sheriff's 


deputies began digging today for 
possibly more bodies of slain 
transients in an orchard site that 
has been flooded for several 
days. Warm, dry weather has 
made the area accessible though 
muddy. 


Sheriff Roy Whiteaker has 


told newsmen he is convinced 
that more bodies lie bulled in 
concealed graves in orchards 
north of Yuba City. 


So far, 23 (and possibly a 24th 


in Tehama County) transients, 
farm workers and drifters have 
been found hacked and stabbed 
to death in crude graves in or- 
chards along the Feather River. 


Juan V. Corona, 
37, a 


Mexican-born 
farm 
labor 


contractor with a poor com- 
mand of English, was formally 


arraigned in Justice Court 
Wednesday on 10 counts of 
murder — the 
10 bodies 


exhumed by the time he was 
first taken to court one week 
before. 


"I'd like to get it over and be 


done with it," Whiteaker said as 
he discussed 
the continuing 


search for gravesites. "I believe 
there are some bodies out there 
that will never be found." 


The sheriff is using infrared 


aerial photography of the or- 
chards in an effort to spot areas 
where the soil has been 
disturbed. Results should be 
available by tomorrow. 


Another potential gravesite 


still is under water and can't be 
probed until it dires, the sheriff 
said.

MAY REFUSE PRISONERS 


PARIS (AP) — An angered 


North Vietnam indicated today 
it may refuse to accept from 
South Vietnam 13 disabled North 
Vietnamese prisoners of war. 


A North Vietnamese news 


agency dispatch distributed at 
the Vietnam ™>~ "e talks, ac- 
cused the 1' 
States and 


South Vietnam of blocking the 
release of most of 570 sick and 
wounded prisoners. 


The 
dispatch 
said 


arrangements agreed to fn- 
repatriation ot the 13 "no longer 
have any reason to pertain." 


South Vietnam announced 


April 29 that 570 North Viet- 
namese sick and wounded 
prisoners of war could be 
repatriated. North Vietnam 
agreed May 13 to accept them. 


SATELLITE DATA 


BERLIN (AP) — Communist 


China's second satellite is 
transmitting research data with 
a radio powered by a highly 
advanced source of energy, 
according to reports from East 
Germany. 


Harro Zimmer, director of the 


Wilhelm Foerster Observatory 
in East Berlin reported last 
month that the satellite's 
transmissions on standard wave 
length ended in late March and 
then 
resumed 
on another 


frequency. The craft was 
launched March 3. 


Zimmer, quoted by the news 


agency 
ADN, suggested 
the 


energy source could be sun cells 
or an atomic battery, indicating 
that 
Communist 
Chinese 


technology was considerably 
more 
advanced than was 


previously thought. 


TO DESTROY GAS 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Army said today it expects to 
begin destroying 3,000 tons of 
obsolete mustard gas stored at 
the Rocky Mountain Arsenal in 
Denver next month. 


The Army said its plan for 


burning the gas has been ap- 
proved by the Defense Depart- 
ment and that an environmental 
impact statement required by 
law has been filed with the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, Interior Department, 
the state of Colorado and local 
government agencies in he 
Denver area. 


The 
impact 
statement 


requires approval by the 
federal, state and local agencies 
before the disposal operation 
can begin.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Selective Service and the Army 
are launching a joint effort to 
give the draftee a better chance 
of putting his civilian skills to 
military use.' 


And by August, a draftee's 


induction notice will be ac- 
companied by a pamphlet 
telling him what to expect from 
the Army life. 


So far as oldtimers at 


Selective Service and the Army 
can recall, this is the first time 
the draft system has been used 
as a pipeline to advise the 
draftee about military life. 


Beginning today the Army is 


mailing to each state draft 
headquarters 
a six-month 


supply of "civilian employment 
training information" labels to 
be attached to a man's induction 
.Totice by his draft board. 


The idea is to make sure the 


Army finds out about a draftee's 
particular skills. Despite a 10- 
year-old testing program, the 
Army has built a reputation of 
putting square pegs in round 
holes. 


The new information label 


reads: 
"The 
Army's 
personnel 


management system seeks to 
place the right man in the right 
job 
To accomplish this ob- 


jective, the Army needs to have 
a complete description of your 
civilian 
background 
and 


training to determine whether 
your qualifications correspond 
to a military occupational 
specialty. 


"We, 
therefore request that 


you 
bring 
all 
official 


documentation attesting to your 


qualifications when you report 
to the U. S. Army Reception 
Station. . . " 
.. 
tho 
Then the label adds the 


caution: "Please realize the 
Army cannot match everyone to 
a job related to his^civilian 
training, 
and 
that 
this 


noMication does not constitute a 
promise that you will be placed 
in a military specialty com- 
mensurate with your civilian 
training." 
The new approach, says an 


officer dealing with the all- 
volunteer-army concept, will not 
only give a man a better chance 
of using his skills but will "let 
the man know we're interested 
in him and trying to utilize 
him " 
The new information pam- 


phlet, expected to be sent out 
with all induction 
notices 


beginning in August, tells the 
draftee what he'll need to take 
with him, what Army life will be 
like and what his relatives need 
to know 


One Army officer said what 


little knowledge of the military 
draftees have is colored by tales 
of veterans or by the media. 


"This 
lack 
of 
official 


knowledge 
creates 
ap- 


prehension," he added, "may 
require unnecessary effort after 
entering the Army to procure 
needed items and creates an 
undesirable first impression of 
Army service."

The water was relatively high and very very icy cold. Oh, never, 
never fall in that water without adequate cover! Even with waders 
on, it was only a few minutes before my teeth were chattering 
louder than a rattling tail pipe. In fact, the coldness of the water 
finally drove me onto the bank. 


I started out with dry flies, then went to nymphs, but nothing. 


Soon the sun was setting and nothing landed. I started hearing the 
splashing of rising trout here and there. But still no takers. Had one 
nice brown across the stream go after my fly several times but just 
about the right moment, the drag would pick up and naturally drag 
the fly off, frustrating my efforts. 


This weird experience was about to get me down when my little 


deer hair started an unavoidable drag again from my line in the 
current. 


Eureka! A firm tug and at last a fish on. All heck broke loose 


(no, not a 10-pounder) Did it have fight? You wouldn't believe it. A 
14-inch rainbow for the pan. Amother and another. That was it. A 
total of three bagged. 


I did see and feel more on, but the circumstances such as tip- 


pets, slow response, and sizable takers much larger than those 
bagged resulted in condierable losses. They are still there and I 
hope to go back soon. 


I can't say too much for our overdue Shad because of the recent 


cold snap accompanied by rain has put them down. Not for long 
however, because they are starting to hit again. We tried the likely 
spots below the dam with negative results. Too early. 


About a week or more here. Better at Woodson and down. We 


need a good warm spell to bring out the best of the shad fishing. 


Striper fishing is considered red hot now in the Colusa area. 


Most anglers are trolling eight to ten inch Rebels. Others are using 
the conventional sardine methods. A few are even taking them on 
mylar piping bodied flies the size of your hand. 


Of course the sardine method brings more versatility with 


occasional sturgeon being the bonus. Or is it? 


Next best angling possibility is at Shasta with both boaters and 


bank fishermen murdering the bass and trout species on more 
frequent occasions than expected. Same old methods work. No 
need to repeat them. 


Just throw your favorite bait or lure at them and see what 


happens. May I make one suggestion, however. Please epoxy glue 
your lure hooks to the body via the screw eyes. Some of the larger 
fish up there are known to tear the hooks right out of the lure and 
you don't want to miss that chance in a thousand. 


As feared, but more confirmed than ever, the mountain trout 


fishing, be it stream or late, is still classed officially as early and 
will unfortunately have a very slow awakening this summer.

Tournament Players Division 
and the Professional Golfers 
Association. The suit, the first of 
its kind against the two golf 
groups, is pending in federal 
district court in Memphis, Tenn. 


The suit, among other things,

Dream Of Life On A Tropical Isle 
Becomes Reality For One Family

NEW YORK (AP)—Many 


people have dreamed of settling 
down on a tropical island to a life 
of leisure. Wendy Day Veevers- 
Carter and her family actually 
did move to such a place, but 
hardly to a life of leisure. 


Making a living from selling 


copra, fishing, and raising pigs; 
running a store for the small 
island labor force; growing their 
own vegetables; teaching their 
children; keeping accounts; 
building, making what they 
didn't have— there was always 
too much to do. 


"But somehow I tried to find 


time each day to write and make 
pencil sketches of island ac- 
tivities," saiid Mrs. Veevers- 
Carter, and the result is a book, 
"Island 
Home," 
which 


chronicles the four years they 
spent on their remote bit of land. 


This 
tiny paradise was 


Remire, 62 acres of coral in the 
western Indian Ocean, one of the 
British-owned Seychelles. The 
only means of communication 
was passing ships, letters took 
months to arrive, the sole source 
of news was a battery radio, and 
there was no electricity or 
running water. 


"You don't think so much 


about plumbing when you look 


at the beaches and beautiful 
scenery," said Mrs. Veevers- 
Carter, shrugging off such in- 
conveniences. "But it would be 
hell to anyone who doesn't like 
that sort of life." 


Her simple existence in this 


primitive and isolated spot was 
a world apart from the New 
York City birthplace of Mrs. 
Veevers-Carter, daughter of 
"Life With Father" author, the 
late Clarence 
Day. The tall," 


slim blonde, her hair pulled 
back from her aristocratic- 
looking face, indeed seems more 
suited to the midi she was 
wearing in New York than to the 
shorts and old shirts that were 
her usual island attire. 


"It would be hard to go to a 


tropical island straight from 
here," she admitted on her first 
trip back to this country in 15 
years," "but if you have already 
lived that kind of life in bits and 
pieces elsewhere, it isn't dif- 
ficult."

at Radcliffe has been living a 
life of travel and adventure 
since she met her British 
husband while she was on a 
photographic expedition in the 
Sudan.

Settlement Director 
Soys Much Undone 


By PEACE STERLING 


NEW YORK 
(AP)—When 


Helen Hall came to Henry Street 
Settlement as director in 1933, 
the lower east side of New York 
was decaying, plagued with 
disease and rats and filled with 
dark, dank tenements. There 
was no Social Security, no health 
care insurance, and, since it was 
during the Depression, unem- 
ployment and hunger were the 
two main problems. 


When Miss Hall retired in 


1967, Medicare and the Social 
Security Act had been put into 
effect. But the tenements, rats 
and disease still were prevalent 
in the neighborhood and the 
major problem had changed to 
drug addiction. 


Throughout those 34 years, 


Miss Hall alternately was en- 
couraged and discouraged, but 
she left Henry Street thinking 
that, above all, there is much 
left to do. And now, she has 
written a book about her ex- 
periences titled, "Unfinished 
Business." 


"The settlement is important 


in that you get the problems first 
hand from your neighbors," 
Miss Hall explained recently. 
"This gives you both knowledge 
and a special urge to do away 
with bad housing, slums and 
sickness of all kinds. 


"The settlement also is a 


general practitioner. We're 
there to see the total picture and 
not deal with any one problem," 
she continued. "And in an age of 
growing specialization, 
the 


settlement 
is increasingly 


important in that role." 


Miss Hall thinks of her days at 


Henry Street in terms of several 
periods and their most striking 
problems. 
First 
was the 


Depression, when "it was dif- 
ficult to think of anything else 
but that people were starving." 
Then came the war years and 
afterwards, Miss Hall said, 
there were 10 years of disruption 
of the neighborhood and gang 
warfare. 


"When the soldiers came 


back, housing was hard to find," 
Miss Hall explained. "And the 
neighborhood was changing, 
with new groups, Negroes from 
the South and Puerto Ricans 


moving in. When any new people 
come in like this in large 
numbers, they are apt to be met 
with itscntrient'and violence, 
which leads the more stable 
population 
to 
move out. 


Deterioration then sets in at a 
very rapid rate." 


Towards the end of the period 


of gang warfare, Miss Hall said, 
drug abuse crept into the area. 
She feels the draft has played 
some part both in the for- 
mation of gangs and in the use of 
drugs. "It left the neighborhood 
without the right proportion of 
the more stable ages, and a 
younger group took over," she 
said. "They were without the 
emotional maturity of the older 
teens, who had left for the Ar- 
my." 


Henry Street began dealing 


with the drug problem in the 
mid-50s. "It has been a long, 
hard pull to make the general 
public 
really 
know 
how 


devastating drug addiction is," 
Miss Hall noted. "And not only 
to the addict, but to his family, 
friends and the whole neigh- 
borhood. As we were struggling 
to get help for the addict, we 
were trying to get his story over 
in every way possible." 


One of the ways Henry Street 


did this was to put into book 
form 
Ralph 
Tefferteller's 


recorded conversations with 
addicts. The result was the best- 
seller, "The Addict in the 
Street." 


Miss Hall thinks the best, most 


successful treatment yet to be 
found for drug addiction is 
methadone. "Of course it isn't 
ideal to have to take it for the 
rest of your life, but it is in- 
finitely to be preferred to 
returning to jail." 


In addition to fighting the drug 


problem, the top priority now, 
the author maintains, is doing 
away with war. "When I hear 
over the radio how many U. S. 
soldiers were killed in Vietnam, 
and then almost as an af- 
terthought, how many were 
wounded, I think of those 
wounded men paying for war the 
rest of their lives. And I 
sometimes can not believe that 
civilized people can continue in 
this horrible pattern," she said. 


where, as a fisheries officer tor 
the British government, he had 
established a fishing camp. 


"Eventually Mark decided 


there was no future in the 
colonial service and we began to 
look around for an island to 
lease," she recalled. "At that 
time we were on Mahe, the main 
Seychelles island, and we had so 
much stuff we couldn't afford to 
so far, so we began thinking of 
one of the outer islands." 


Mrs. 
V e e v e r s - C a r t e r 


managed the island herself 
while her husband was away on 
frequent fishing trips, and she 
often had to serve as unofficial 
judge, doctor and midwife. She 
delivered five babies to the 
native women, including one 
named Wendy after her. 


"I 
took a course at the 


Seychelles government hospital 
before we left Mahe," she ex- 
plained. "They showed me what 
to do. But if you've read the 
books you know all the awful 
things that can go wrong and I 
just prayed that none would. 
Fortunately none did " 


She herself returned to the 


main island for the birth of her 
third child, Digby, now 4. A son, 
Rory, is 11 and daughter, Ming, 
9. While on the island the older 
children were enrolled in a 
correspondence school, with 
their mother acting as teacher. 
They speak Creole as well e-s 
English and Mrs. Veevers- 
Carter speaks Creole, French, 
Arabic and Swahili. 


"We used to think about what 


the children were missing and 
wonder if we were doing the 
right thing," she said. "But one 
thing we had on the island was 
time to talk about things and we 
read a lot and explained, and 
they listened." 


She even tried to give them an 


idea about snow by scraping the 
frost from their kerosene- 
operated freezer and letting 
them play with it before it 
melted. They saw their first real 
snow this past Christmas in 
England 
and 
their 
first 


television in Amsterdam on the 
way to the United States. 


"They'd heard about TV and 


knew what it was," she related, 
"and when we got to the hotel 
they rushed to turn it on. It was 
all in Dutch but it didn't matter. 
The kids sat for two hours 
without moving." 


Early in 1968, the family 


moved to Astove, a larger 
Seychelles island 430 miles 
southwest of Remire, where the 
1200 acres gave them more 
space to grow food and for 
Mark's turtle 
conservation 


work 


But a year ago the dream 


eneded abruptly. Mark, in 
Kenya for dental work, died 
under anesthetic, a tragedy his 
wife wan't aware of until a 
passing boat brought the news 
nine days later. 


She tried to stick it out until 


last November, when managing 
the island by herself became "a 
question of how thin you can 
spread yourself." At present 
three employes are looking after 
the island, and she is staying on 
Cape Cod with the children, who 
go to school there. 


"I've given myself a year to 


sort things out," she said. "I 
want to see if I can find a good 
manager to run Astove and find 
some way of the island making 
enough money 
or making 


enough myself, perhaps by 
writing, to spend part of each 
year there. 
"It's leased for 99 years and if 


I can't enjoy it and the kids can't 
enjoy it, the kids will have 
grandchildren who can enjoy 
it," she continued. "I don't in- 
tend to give it up. There aren't 
all that many islands left."

Legal Officer Says 
Local Income Tax 
Might Be Illegal 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Any local income tax imposed, 
whether on individuals or 
companies, might be illegal, 
says San Francisco's chief legal 
officer. 


In a letter to supervisors 


Wednesday, City Atty. Thomas 
M. O'Connor noted that a city 
attempt to impose an income tax 
on commuters three years ago 
was struck down by a superior 
court judge in Sonoma County. 


O'Connor held a local income 


tax "subject to question" until 
the appellate courts 
have 


decided the commuter tax case. 


In addition, O'Connor cited a 


state law which bars cities and 
counties in California from 
adopting income taxes of any 
kind — a law which was a key 
part of the challenge against the 
commuter tax. 


O'Connor said state law 


specifically exempts banks and 
insurance companies from all 
local taxes, except 
property 


taxes.

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East Pakistan Cholera Epidemic 
Reported To Have Caused Deaths 
Of More Than 1,000 Persons 


By SANTOS K. BASAK 


CALCUTTA, India (AP) — 


The health director of West 
Bengal State reports that more 
than 1,000 East Pakistani 
refugees have died in a cholera 
epidemic that broke out near 
Calcutta three weeks ago. 


"The situation has gone 


completely out of our control," 
Dr. Hiralal Saha said in an in- 
terview Wednesday. 


He said the figure of 1,000 dead 


was a conservative estimate 
based on hospital records. He 
said that while many refugees 
went to camps in India, many 
others took shelter under 
roadside trees and deaths 
among them went unrepprted. 


The disease broke out in the 


Nadia district, a border area 
about 60 miles northeast of 
Calcutta and according to Dr. 


Saha "had since spread like 
wildfire." 


"On Monday there were about 


4,000 refugees in hospitals near 
the Nadia refugee camps. 
Yesterday there were more than 
10,000," he said. 


Dr. Saha attributed the in- 


creasing death toll to lack of 
proper medical facilities. 


Another factor, he said, was 


the 
unusually 
high 
flow of 


refugees. 


"While the government ex- 


pected about 
two million 


refugees," he added, "the figure 
has nearly doubled." 


According to Indian govern- 


ment estimates, more than 3.5 
million refugees have arrived in 
West Bengal State alone since 
civil strife broke out in East 
Pakistan March 25. More than 
200,000 poured in Tuesday and 


Wednesday. 


The Southeast Asia Treaty 


Organization — SEATO — has 
asked its cholera research 
laboratory in Dacca, East 
Pakistan, to investigate what 
assistance it can give to help put 
down the cholera outbreak. 


A SEATO spokesman in 


Bangkok said they were making 
inquiries but were having dif- 
ficulty contacting the laboratory 
in East Pakistan. 


The SEATO laboratory, after 


10 years of research, recently 
announced what amounts to a 
24-hour cure for cholera. 


SEATO experts say the new, 


low-cost method of treatment 
can be administered by un- 
trained personnel and has 
proved 100 per cent effective in 
test treatment of 1,000 East 
Pakistanis with proven cholera. 


Policeman Acquitted In Incident 
Of Silverware Stolen By Informer 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Two 


policemen, accused of violating 
a woman's civil rights because 
they admitted they knew her 
home was to be burglarized and 
did not prevent it, have been 
acquitted by a federal judge. 


The two city police officers, 


Lt. Edgar Brown and 
Sgt. 


Marshall Gaines, testified they 
knew a police informant was 
going to steal a silverware 
collection to help the police 
department in an investigation. 


"The burglary was not con- 


cocted by police but by an in- 
formant willing to do anything to 
save his hide," U.S. Dist. Court 
Judge Charles H. Carr said 
Wednesday. "The police are 
guilty of doing nothing — just 
sitting on their hands." 


The judge said the govern- 


ment's case was "synthetic 
from start to finish and to let this 
case go to the jury would be a 
waste of time and a waste of 
taxpayers' money." 


Lisbon Bomb Disrupts 
Communications 


LISBON (AP)—A bomb ex- 


ploded in front of Lisbon's 
central post office early today, 
less than seven hours before the 
foreign ministers of the North 
Atlantic Treaty met several 
miles away. 


The blast tore a hole three 


yards in diameter in the street 
outside the post office, breaking 
telephone and telegraph cables 
that carried foreign 
traffic. 


Land-line 
communications 


between Portugal and foreign 
countries were interrupted for 
more than five hours. 


No one was hurt. 


Telephone 
communications 


were restored shortly after 8:30 
a.m. but many telex and 
telegraph lines remained out. 
Communications already were 
strained by the influx of 250 
newsmen 
for 
the 
NATO 


meeting. 
Later a Portuguese govern- 


ment spokesman said three or 
four other bombs exploded 
during the night in the suburbs 
of the capital. They were 
directed, he added, at com- 
munications facilities but he 
claimed little damage was done 
and said no one was injured. 


Ordering 
the 
defendants 


acquitted, including the police 
informant, Angelo DeRienzo, 
the judge said he did not con- 
done the police action, nor was 
he making a moral judgment. 
Carr said the police department 
might discipline the officers but 
they did not commit a crime. 


If the government is correct in 


demanding conviction for a civil 
rights violation because of 
police 
"inaction" 
"there 


wouldn't be enough prisons in 
the country to house the police 
officers," the judge said. 


DiRienzo, also charged with 


violating the civil rights of 
Virginia Van Shaw, was acting 
as a police agent, the court said, 
and could not be convicted 
unless the police officers were. 


The officers testified Di 


Rienzo burglarized Mrs. Van 
Shaw's apartment on March 10, 
1970. The stolen silverware 
subsequently was sold to a 
private attorney who police said 
was the target of a narcotics 
investigation. Police said the 
attorney then was arrested for 
receiving stolen property.

Go To New Referees On July 1

SACRAMENTO—California's 


161 State Inheritance Tax Ap- 
praisers will legally end their 
service June 30 and on July 1 
will be replaced by State 
Inheritance Tax Referees in 
conformance with a reform law 
passed by the 1970 Legislature, 
State Controller Houston I. 
Flournoy has announced. 


"This 
will 
mark 
great 


progress 
in 
reform 
of a 


procedure which I have often 
said contains the last vestiges of 
the spoils system in California 
government," said Flournoy 
who for six years has advocated 
total abolition of the appointive 
appraisers. The new law, which 
was authored by Sen. Gordon 
Cologne, R-Riverside, enacted 
many reforms which the Con- 
troller already had instituted by 
administrative order. 


Flournoy said he will appoint 


referees from lists of applicants 
who qualified in all but nine 
counties through examinations 
administered by the State 


Personnel Board in l%7 and 
1970. 
Many incumbent ap- 


praisers are among the qualified 
applicants for the referee 
positions, he said. 


The Controller said the final 


evaluation of applicants is 
under way. He expects to an- 
nounce his selections later in 
June. In the nine counties 
without qualified applicants he 
is permitted to make interim 
appointments. In 17 counties 
with less than three qualified 
candidates he has the option of 
designating a referee from 
another county to serve until the 
vacancy can be filled. 


Flournoy said he will take 


advantage of the reorganization 
under the new law to make the 
number of referees in each 
county as compatible as possible 
with the individual county work 
load. Thus, some counties may 
have more referees than they 
now have appraisers, while 
other counties may have fewer,

The state board's action was 


taken under a provision of a law 
passed in 1970 which required 
Sonoma, Solano and Napa 
counties to join the Bay Area 
district.

bership was voluntary and only 
six of the nine Bay Area counties 
joined. 


The bill provided that the state 


board could exclude portions of 
the counties if it was determined 
after public hearings there were 
valid reasons to do so.

requested by Sonoma and 
Solano and Solano counties, 
territory which contained about 
94,000 residents.

Chile Moves Toward Socialism 


he said. The law requires at 
least one referee in each county. 


The new law prescribes a four- 


year term for referees but also 
directs the Controller to stagger 
the terms of the first group of 
appointees so that about one 
fourth expire each year, with the 
first terms expiring June 30, 
1972. The existing law sets no 
term on the appraisers who now 
serve at the will of the Con- 
troller. 


Inheritance Tax Referees will 


be paid, as are the present 
appraisers, according to a 
statutory fee schedule based on 
the value of the estates they 
appraise. However, the new law 
exempts bank and savings and 
loan accounts, and other cash 
type assets from fee appraisal 
by the referees 


The new law also prohibits 


campaign contributions to the 
State Controller by Inheritance 
Tax Referees, and limits their 
contributions to other con- 
tributions 'to other candidates. 


Chancellor Calls For 
Laboratory To Chart 
Pesticide Residues 


DAVIS — Despite public 


uproar and banning of some 
pesticides, 
a well-known 


scientist says that Americans 
still can't know whether any 
particular pesticide is "safe" or 
"unsafe." 


What's needed, said Emil M. 


Mrak, chancellor emeritus of 
the University of California at 
Davis and chairman of a federal 
pesticide advisory committee, is 
a new national laboratory to 
measure the long-term inpact of 
pesticide residues. 


Mrak points out that there are 


no official government tests of 
the effects of additives or 
pesticide residues as they ac- 
tually occur in food. Instead, the 
chemical is fed or injected into 
test animals in its pure form, 
often in doses that are many 
times larger than would be 
found normally. 


Mrak criticized both govern- 


ment — for not establishing 
industry protocols to test for 
safety and for not considering 
the dosage factor in its own tests 
— and the food and chemical 
industries, for not speaking up 
with convincing alternatives to 
the existing confusion. 


A new national laboratory is 


one such alternative. Mrak said 
the Pesticide Advisory Com- 
mittee of HEW has suggested as 
one possibility "a laboratory 
operation that might be con- 
tracted out to a prestigious 
independent 
agency, 
and 


governed by directors made up 
of representatives of govern- 
ment, universities, industry, 
and consumers." He pointed out 
that accurate dose-response 
studies of the tiny amounts of 
residues normally found in food 
"will require a number of years 
and tests using many animals." 


SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) - 


President Salvador Allende's 
left-wing government is picking 
up speed in its march toward 
socialism with a campaign to 
take over most private industry 
in Chile. 


Using laws that have been on 


the books as far back as the 
1920s, government officials have 
been "requisitioning" private 
factories and offices in recent 
weeks for alleged irregularities 
in 
production. 
When 
the 


requisition decree is signed, 
government supervisors take 
over operations of the affected 
plants and businesses, ignoring 


the owners and officers. 


"It's a little like the Japanese 


must have felt when MacArthur 
took over," said an American 
employe of the Ford Moto*1 Co., 
whose 
plant 
has 
been 


requisitioned. 


Ford decided on May 7 to close 


out its operations in Chile after 
having lost $16 million since 
1969. More than 400 employes at 
the company's assembly plant 
were dismissed with a month's 
salary for every year worked. 


The government has since 


rehired the workers. It called a 
meeting this week seeking to 
interest another automotive 


manufacturer in moving into the 
plant, which has been in moth- 
balls for six months. 


Nine automotive companies 


currently operate in Chile. 
Allende's government is ex- 
pected to detail soon a program 
to reduce that number to three 
by 1973. Companies allowed to 
remain 
would operate 
in 


minority partnership with the 
government. 


General Motors is beginning 


to feel government pressure. 
Gerard Boyle, GM's manager 
for Chile and president of the 
local American Chamber of 
Commerce, says: "It's getting 


more difficult to keep agile here. 
The government seems to be 
closing in. In general, I think 
American businessmen here 
feel things are going faster."

When she 
won the Miss Hawaii title, she 
had just graduated from high 
school. During her year's reign 
she was paid for most public 
appearances and also worked 
full time as a feature writer for 
the Honolulu Star-Bulletin. She 
saved enough of her earnings to 
finance nearly her entire first 
year at Stanford, where she 
enrolled the fall of 1966.

Your Problems 


Dear Ann Landers: One reads 


a great deal these days about 
drug abuse among teen-agers. 
Why isn't more said about drug 
abuse among adults? It very 
nearly cost me my life. 


I always had a tendency to 


obesity. My overeating was 
mainly 
compulsive. 
Last 


January I became disgusted 
with myself because I had 
gotten fat as a pig after my last 
baby. I went to the local "diet 
doctor" and he gave me ben- 
zedrine pills to curb niy ap- 
petite. Perhaps under ordinary 
conditions it would have been all 
right, but that year was a 
hideous time for me. I had 
forced my husband into a 
separation he didn't want. Our 
baby was born with a defective 
heart. The two-year-old began to 
act up because she felt displaced 
by the new baby. I fought with 
our oldest daughter constantly. 
(I couldn't control my temper.) 
By May I had lost the weight I 
had set out to lose but I kept 
taking the diet pills anyway. (I 
can't understand why my doctor 
kept renewing the prescription.) 
Finally I realized the pills were 
responsible for the violent 
outbursts and frequent crying 
spells. I kept promising myself, 
"tomorrow I'll stop," but I'd 
wake up exhausted with too 
much to do. I'd always think of 
an excuse to take just a few 
more pills to get me through the 
day. When I realized I was 
hooked I vowed to finish the 
bottle and not buy more. That 
didn't work either. 


One night I tried to kill myself. 


Thank God I didn't succeed. 
That was the turning point. I got 
some counseling and for the first 
time I began to understand 
myself and my relationship to 
others. To make a long story 
short, my husband and I are 
back together. I am happier now 
than I have been at any time in 
the last 20 years. In evaluating 
my troubles and how they 
began, I realize the blame is 
more mine than the doctor's. 
But I still think something 
should be done about physicians 
like that. Maybe amphetamines 
wouldn't have wrecked most 
people, but for me they were 
disaster.

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Why Not In The Open? 


Tehama County supervisors at their meeting this week had 


some complaint about false budgets submitted by department 
heads who hope to have some funds left over for unbudgeted items; 
and at the meeting of the Red Bluff City Council, councilmen 
proposed holding closed-door sessions so they could talk about 
salaries. 


Both matters under discussion point to an approach to public 


affairs which is not exactly straightforward and out in the open all 
the way. In the matter of budgeting, department heads will argue 
that they have to ask for more than the minimum they could do with 
in order to get even the minimum. They point to a tendency of the 
deciding boards to cut no matter how modest the request. In the 
matter of salaries, somewhat the same situation arises, and in 
dealing with unions, particularly, the deciding boards tend toward 
seeking a bargaining margin, 


It's a custom which has grown up over the years, more 


pronounced in some places and in some administrations than in 
others, but widespread, nevertheless. No doubt many legislators 
and administrators think it necessary. But is it? 


Wouldn't it be better if continued and concerted effort were 


made to treat the honest budgeters the most generously, and that 
decisions on salaries were made as a result of open bargaining? 
The council, the supervisors or whoever is making the decisions on 
salary could well arrive at decisions on the basis of a survey such 
as the one just made for Red Bluff by Cooperative Personnel 
Services of the State Personnel Board. If the employe or his union 
won't agree, the decision making board would still be open to 
argument, and beyond that it would have to be settled by con- 
ciliation, arbitration or a strike and test of endurance — as it would 
as a last resort in any event. 


An honest, straightforward approach all the way around is 


what we should seek. And as to secret meetings, there are probably 
very few times that there is any real need for them. The public's 
business should be shared by the public all the way through. 


Time To Get Back To Teaching 


Universities must get back to teaching and research and stop 


allowing themselves to be used as sanctuaries and staging grounds 
for political and social action programs, Director W. Glenn 
Campbell of Stanford's Hoover Institution declared last week. He 
said that in a period when it has become increasingly questionable 
whether universities can manage their own affairs, they have tried 
unsuccessfully to solve all of the nation's problems. He expressed 
the belief that flight from teaching has been the root cause of many 
campus probelms in recent years.

Four 
years 
ago 
Harold 


Willens, a Los Angeles executive 
and real estate developer, and 
Harold Niles, then chairman of 
Baltimore Life Insurance Co.. 
formed Business Executives 
Move for Vietnam Peace. 


"At thai time," said Willens 


this week, "anybody who spoke 
out against the war was con- 
sidered the enemy or a nut.1' 


The hate mail flooded in. 


Willens 
said, 
considerably 


faster than the membership 
applications. Willens and Niles 
felt, however, that the war was a 
mistake of historical magnitude, 
a military blunder, a political 
scandal. 


BEM 
advocated 
the 


businessman-citizen speak out 
on the issue. But its founder soon 
realized that few establishment 
figures either cared or perhaps 
dared to. 


BEM drew 
memberships 


steadily, however. And then, 
since BEM was a one-issue 
organization. Willens in 1969 
founded BEF, or Businessmen's 
Educational Fund to fight on a 
broader scale what he felt was 
the militarization of America. 


Willens, its chairman, devoted 


what his wife said was 101 per 
cent of his time to speeches, 
membership work, lobbying and 
most recently to a Vietnam trip. 
Results? Willens thinks he has 


succeeded to some extent. 


In recent months the attitudes 


of some businessmen appear to 
have changed. Within the past 
year the heads of Bank of 
A m e r i c a , 
I n t e r n a t i o n a l 


Business Machines and E. I. 
duPont have spoken against the 
war and blamed it for domestic 
problems. 


Willens, 
a 
57-year-old 


millionaire grandfather and 
former Marine, was asked if he 
felt a major change really has 
occurred in the business at- 
titude. 


"I think 
the line of the 


pragmatist and the idealist are 
meeting." he replied. Damn few 
businessmen think we are un- 


patriotic now. All of them relate 
inflation 
to the war, for 


example." 


Do you really think you can 


end wars? 


"Yes. Maybe there'll be little 


ones. But my feeling is that 
since we've always had wars it 
is no reason to extrapolate into 
the future. We changed the 
name 
of the game when 


technology 
developed 
the 


ultimate weapon." 


Isn't 
that 
being 
overly 


idealistic? 


"We have to get away from 


the fuzzy thinking that says 
wars are inevitable and that 
peace is a Utopian concept. 
Either man or war is obsolete. 
We have to decide." 


On The Right 
A Humpty-Dumpty Image Of The President

Congressman Paul McCloskey 


is the gentleman from California 
who proposes to Dump Nixon, 
which is the elegant phrase we 
are 
encouraged 
to 
use 


nowadays, and of course the 
very use of it contributes to the 
humpty-dumptiness 
of Mr. 


Nixon's image. Imagine, by 
contrast, a movement called: 
Dump Lorenzo the Magnificent? 
Somehow, the words cannot 
navigate their way out of one's 
mouth. 


Speaking of mouths. Mr. 


McCloskey uses his with ex- 
traordinary looseness. The kind 
of things he goes about the 
country saying — that Mr. Nixon 
and his ambassadors and 
representatives are liars and 
enemies of the Constitution, that 
they are engaged in unlawful 
and genocidal activity, "exactly 
the same thing we hanged the 
German generals for," — would 
have made Joe McCarthy blush 
for the immoderation of it all. 
But, 
of course, in criticizing 


Nixon, every good liberal is 
expected to sound like Herblock, 
and nobody is going to blow the 
whistle; especially not against 
Pete McCloskey. an attractive 
war hero whose grasp of the 


issues is, well, indistinct. 


Mr. McCloskey. for instance, 


is determined to cultivate the 
legend that in Laos, the United 
States 
is 
systematically 


engaged in wiping out villages — 
"thousands of villages," is his 
phrase. Our ambassador in 
Laos. Mr. George M. Godley, 
told him face to face that this 
simply was not so,tr-_,t he 
himself authorizes any bombing 
of a village,and never when the 
village is occupied: that, to be 
sure,our bombs have fallen on 
civilians as the result of 
defective intelligence.So also 
have our bombs fallen on 
American soldiers from time to 
time because of defective 
communications, but it makes 
no more sense to charge that we 
are 
engaged 
in 
genocidal 


warfare 
against 
Laotian 


citizens, than against American 
citizens. 


Besides, 
Mr. McCloskey 


chooses to interest himself not in 
the whole of Loas. most of which 
is in friendly hands, but in a 
relatively small area, the Plain 
of Jarres, which regularly 
changes hands after bitter 
fighting. Approximately 35.000 
refugees have been driven from 


this area, fleeing from North 
Vietnam assaults and American 
bombing. The other figure is 
700,000. That 
is how many 


refugees have, in a decade, 
resettled as the result of North 
Vietnam 
and 
Pathet 
Lao 


aggression. To focus on the 
refugees caused by American 
action, is on the order of an 
ecologist's complaining about 
the litter on the Normandy 
beach left by the Americans 
after D-Day. 


Then Mr. McCloskey talks 


vaguely 
about 
impeaching 


President Nixon. No, — when 
you accost him directly about it 
— he never said he was in favor 
of impeachment, merely that 
impeachment ought to be 
considered. As a matter of fact, 
Mr. McCloskey is absolutely 
right. If Nixon is engaged in 
direct lies, in destroying the 
Constitution, in exterminating 
Asians for genocidal reasons, I'd 
vote for impeaching Nixon, and 
then hanging him. 


Mr. McCloskey has a curious 


turn of mind. He greatly objects 
to what he insists is the illegality 
of the current conflict, but is 
hardly a pacifist. He was in 
favor of declaring war against 


Korea if Korea didn't return the 
Pueblo and the crew of the 
Pueblo. During our last ad- 
venture in Korea, there were 
three million refugees. Mr. 
McCloskey seems to be saying 
that Mr. Nixon is too reckless in 
Laos, where we have lost one 
American killed, and not nearly 
reckless enough in Korea: an 
interesting position, which will 
no doubt intrigue the voters in 
New Hampshire when they are 
asked by the solemn, dedicated 
Mr. McCloskey to ponder it. 


Or will it be someone else? 


Mr. 
McCloskey 
tells 
his 


audiences that he is willing to 
step aside in deference to any 
"abler Republican." I asked 
him who was abler than he, and 
he answered, well, for one, John 
Lindsay. I asked, did that mean 
that he, McCloskey, being less 
able than Lindsay, would have 
made a worse mayor of New 
York than Lindsay? I wish I had 
had time to ask him: what would 
you have done to damage New 
York more than Mr. Lindsay has 
done? I can't imagine what he'd 
have answered, except maybe, 
declare war against New York. 
Mr. McCloskey is a man of utter 
legal rectitude. 


Why Pick Lockheed To Bail Out Of Trouble?

"A Lockheed bankruptcy 


would most certainly be a 
disaster for both Lockheed 
employees and for those sub- 
contractors 
that 
rely 
on 


Lockheed for work." That's the 
opinion of James L. Quillin. 
president of the International 
Association of Machinists & 
Aerospace Workers, whose 
union claims representation of 
85 per cent of Lockheed's em- 
ployes. 


The Nixon Administration is 


asking Congress to guarantee a 
$250 million loan to bail out 
Lockheed — the fear obviously- 
being the widespread economic 
repercussions of a Lockheed 
bankruptcy plus a concern that 
Lockheed's defense capability 
not be lost. 


The rationale put forth for 


bailing out Lockheed has the 
added flip that such action is not 


new. 
The 
government 


guarantees veterans' home 
loans. It guarantees college 
loans. The old Reconstruction 
Finance 
Corporation aided 


hundreds of 1930 depression-hit 
firms. And so on. 


The whole bit isn't peaches 


and 
cream, 
however. 
If 


Lockheed is in the mess which it 
admits it is somebody has 
goofed incredibly. If John Smith 
gums up his shoe business and 
the local banker or some friend 
won't come to the rescue he goes 
under. Is his plight and that of 
his employes and the families 
involved any less worthy of 
support than Lockheed? 


The 
pitch 
about saving 


Lockheed's 
L-1011 
airbus 


program has a few sour notes, 
too. If the L-1011 can't go without 
the government stepping in. so 
what? There are other air- 
planes. McDonnell-Douglas' DC- 
10 is direct competition to 
Lockheed's Tri-Star. 


Looking at the national 


defense arguments in favor of 
saving Lockheed by government 
intervention suggests that the 
government over a long period 
of time, probably going back to 
World War II or thereabouts, put 
too many eggs in one defense 
basket. And that has a hollow 
ring. This country has a myriad 
of competent defense con- 
tractors and they undoubtedly 
would be happy to pick up the 
load if Lockheed faltered. 


As the man said, a Lockheed 


bankruptcy would be a disaster 
for a lot of good people. And it 
might do injury to some of the 
nation's defense programs. It 
sure as heck would have a 
depressing effect on business 
and employment generally for 
the natural reaction to large 
scale business 
failure is to 


batten down the hatches for the 
next blow. Probably the stock 
market would take a bit of a 
beating, too. 


Yet all of this seems to beg a 


point. If we are 
going to 


guarantee every business from 
failure as national policy; if we 
are going to guarantee every 
family the standard of living it 
has become accustomed to as a 
matter of national policy; the 
Lockheed or Penn Central or 
anyone else can step up to Uncle 
Sam's window and say "look, 
old chap, I blew it. Please give 
me the scratch to do it again." 


Maybe that's the way it ought 


to be. But Joe Shmoe, the 
average bloke who coughs up 
the tax money to make anything 
possible, ought to be cut in on 
something better than a $20,000 
mortgage that gets him nowhere 
but broke and without a house if 
he doesn't keep up with the 
payments. 


The moral probably is that the 


trouble 
with 
small 
time 


operators is that they can't 
afford to go broke in style. 


Child Photographer Calls On Psychology

NEW YORK (AP) — Getting 


good pictures 
of youngsters 


involves 
the 
science 
of 


psychology as much as the art of 
photography, declares famed 
children's portraitist Josef 
Schneider, who qualifies in both 


fields. 


"A kid is as individual as a 


thumbprint and you have to be 
able to understand what makes 
him tick." explains the soft- 
spoken man who has a degree in 
psychology and an international 
reputation in photography. 
"You must interpret the things 


he does and use them to your 
own end." 


Schneider, who in the past 30 


years has photographed royalty, 
numerous celebrities' offspring 
and children involved in big 
advertising accounts, at one 
'ime 
was a psychologist in the 


New York City public school 
system. 


There he became interested in 


photography in connection with 
his use of visual aids. Known for 
his rapport with children, he 
was often pressed into service to 
help established photographers 
deal with small fry. 


"When I saw the apprehension 


the big boys had when they had 
to work with kids I decided to go 
into photography myself. It was 
more interesting and there was 
more money than in what I was 
doing," recalls the moustached, 
rumple-haired Schneider, who 
has found 
his psychological 


background invaulafcle in his 
work with the under-5 set. 
"When a kid walks into this 


studio I watch him like a hawk, 
give him time to play, decide 
whether I must work fast or 
slow," he says. Not only is the 
child given time to play, but also 
fascinating things to play with. 
In Schneider's Manhattan studio 
the walls are lined with shelves 
holding toys for every age level, 
mobiles hang from the ceiling 
and on the floor are rocking 
horses and wheel toys enough to 
make the shyest child forgot 


he's on camera. 


"The child must be able to lose 


himself in a world of play and 
then you get your picture," 
continues Schneider. 


The photographer cautions 


parents 
to avoid making a 


picture-taking appointment for 
periods when the child is tired. 
He suggests that after a nap or a 
meal are good times and en- 
i-ourages mothers to feed their 
toddlers at the studio, where 
there is even a crib for a nap. 


"At about a year a baby- 


becomes 'clingy' and here the 
mother can be helpful. I let her 
hold him till he gets it out of his 
system," he says. "All kids get 
fed up in 10 minutes and they'll 
get fed up with clinging to their 
mother too. 


"The 2-year level is a very 


difficult one," he goes on. "The 
child is very perverse and his 
favorite word is no. So don't 
meet him head-on and never ask 
'do you want to do so-and-so? 


"Three is a delightful age 


because children have outgrown 
the negative stage, have become 
more social-minded and love 
people. At 4 they begin again to 
assert themselves, to test you to 
see how much they can get by 
with. They know they're being 
photographed and a smart 
photographer has to try dif- 
ferent techniques to rid them of 
their self-consciousness. When 
they reach age 5 they're 
cooperative and no problem."

stomach" is a term too .often 
used as a homemade diagno- 
sis.

mined by careful X-ray exam- 
ination. 


In thin, delicate people who 


have relatively short abdo- 
mens and long chests, the 
stomach and other organs 
may drop from their normal 
position. When they do, there 
may be interference writh the 
digestion of food and the emp- 
tying of the stomach. 


The stomach, a sympathetic 


neighbor, may give symptoms 
that suggest trouble with the 
gall bladder. 


Actually, a tiny tube leads 


from 
the gall bladder and 


pours its bile and digestive 
juices into the spot where the 
stomach joins the intestines. 


It is conceivable, therefore, 


that a verified "dropped stom- 
ach" will take with it other 
organs and cause symptoms

"Over the years, I've wit-

G.I. Drug Addiction

from the presidency of the union 
that wields powerful control in 
the nation's trucking industry. 


It was not immediately clear 


whether Hoffa agreed to resign 
before the Teamsters con- 
vention opening in Miami Beach 
July 5, thus making Fitz- 
simmons union president im- 
mediately, or whether Hoffa will 
hold office until the new elec- 
tion. 


Either way, Fitzsimmons— 


handpicked by Hoffa as his 
stand -in at the last convention 
five years ago shortly before 
Hoffa went to prison — is 
regarded a cinch 
for en- 


dorsement by the dozen other 
Teamsters vice presidents. 


"There's a new Frank Fitz- 


simmons," 
said one source, 


referring to Fitzsimmons' ob- 
vious joy over Hoffa's decision. 


Hoffa had kept other Team- 


sters leaders waiting for the 
decision up to the union's last 
executive board meeting in 
Hollywood, Fla., last month. 
Hoffa sent word then he wanted 
more time in a last bid for 
freedom on the basis of a pur- 
ported deposition from the chief 
prosecution witness, Edward 
Grady Partin, whose testimony 
sent him to prison. 


Officials Meet On 
Troop Reductions 


LISBON (AP) — Foreign 


ministers of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization met today 
in Lisbon's Ajuda palace with 
the Soviet offer to negotiate 
troop reductions in Europe at 
the head of their agenda. 


Portuguese Premier Marcello 


Caetano opened the ministers' 
semiannual meeting, being held 
in Portugal for the first time. 
Less than seven hours before the 
two-day meeting began, an 
explosion tore a big hole in front 
of the central post office several 
miles from the palace. The blast 
knocked out telegraph and 
telephone communication 
between Portugal 
and the 


outside world for more than five 
hours. 


The explosion was believed to 


be the 
work of an urban 


guerrilla organization opposed 
to the war against insurgents in 
Portugal's African colonies. 


With demands growing in the 


United States for withdrawal of 
American troops from Europe, 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers was reported planning to 
press the allies to agree on early 
negotiations with the Russians 
in search of a program of 
balanced troop reductions by the 
NATO and Warsaw Pact forces. 


As a first step, the Nixon 


administration was reported 
proposing that NATO hold a 
special conference to work out 
proposals to present to the 
Russians. 


Public opinion in most West 


European countries is strongly 
in favor of such negotiations 
with the Russians. But the West 
Germans are opposed to any 
such an agreement with the 
Soviets unless it is made con- 
tingent on new arrangements 
easing Communist pressure on 
West Berlin and access to that 
Communist-surrounded citv. 
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SAIGON (AP) — The lower

National Assembly gave final 
legislative approval today to an 
election law that is considered a 
major 
boost 
to President 


Nguyen Van Thieu's candidacy 
for re-election in October. 


The house restored a key 


provision, knocked out by the 
Senate, which requires a can- 
didate for the presidency to 
present a 
petition of en- 


dorsement 
signed 
by 
40 


assembly members or by 100 
members of provincial 
or 


municipal 
councils. 
Thieu 


sponsored the provision, and 
some of his critics attacked it as 
a device to keep other can- 
didates out of the race. 


At one point in the debate, an 


anti-Thieu deputy, Nguyen Dae 
Dan, brandished a hand grenade 
and threatened to set it off 
unless an open vote instead of a 
secret ballot was held on the 
controversial provision. After 
more than three hours of con- 
fusion, he won his point and 
surrendered the grenade. 


The bill, which lays down 


conditions for the legislative 
elections in August as well as the 
Oct. 3 presidential election, was 
approved by a 101-21 standing 
vote. The South Vietnamese 
constitution does not require 
that the measure be sent back to 
the Senate, and the bill now goes 
to Thieu within three days. It 
becomes law in 30 days unless he 
amends it, and the votes of more 


than half the members of both 
houses sitting together would be 
required 
to 
override 
a 


presidential amendment. 


The lower house also restored 


a provision permitting each 
party in the presidential race to 
have two vice presidential 
candidates. One would be a 
"supplemental" candidate who 
would replace the No. 1 vice 
presidential candidate should 
something happen to him during 
the campaign. But political 
observers consider this a device 
to attract more electoral sup- 
port. 


The 
bill 
also 
requires 


presidential candidates to post a 
bond of 2 million piasters — 
$7,300— to cover 
campaign 


costs. Foes of Thieu charged 
that this, too, was an attempt to 
limit his challengers. The 
Senate failed in a move to ex- 
clude candidates 
of legal 


political parties from the 
requirement. 


Thieu is considered a certain 


candidate for re-election and is 
expected to face 
challenges 


from Vice President Nguyen 
Cao Ky, who has declared his 
candidacy, and retired Gen. 
Duong Van Minh, or "Big 
Minh," hero of the 1963 coup that 
overthrew President Ngo Dinh 
Diem. Minh says he will run if 
"certain conditions" are right. 
This is taken to mean if he finds 
enough backers to give him a 
good chance of winning. 


Bomb Probe Shifts 


DETROIT (AP) — A federal 


grand jury probe into the March 
1 bombing of the U.S. Capitol 
was to shift to Detroit today. But 
government attorneys were 
unable to say whether the 
hearings would continue after 
three key witnesses 
were 


allowed to postpone 
their 


testimony. 


Sources said eight witnesses 


originally were scheduled to 
appear before the grand jury 
today, but Judge Talbot Smith of 
U.S. District Court granted a 
motion Wednesday to delay the 
appearances of Ken Kelley, 20, 
Terry Taube, 18, both of Detroit, 


and Collin Nefberger, of New 
York. 


Their 
appearances 
were 


delayed until June 14 so their 
newly appointed counsel could 
become familiar with the case. 


Justice Department attorney 


Guy Goodwin said late Wed- 
nesday he didn't know if the 
hearings will go ahead as 
scheduled without the three 
witnesses. 


U.S. Atty. Ralph 
Guy of 


Detroit confirmed Wednesday 
that the grand jury, like a 
similar probe in Seattle, was 
seeking information about the 


bombing.

Miss Davis and San Quentin 


convict Rucheil Magee, 32, are 
charged with murder, kidnap 
and conspiracy in the Shootout 
at Marin County Civic Center 
last Aug. 7 in which Superior 
Court Judge Harold Haley and 
three other men were killed.

Vulcanologists said today that 
Mt. Etna's latest eruption has 
ended after 58 days. Farmers 
and villagers began carting 
possessions back to the homes 
they abandoned. 


It was the huge volcano's 


fourth worst eruption in three 
centuries. 


Villagers 
returned 
to 


damaged homes evacuated on 
the northern 
edge of the 


mountainside crossroads village 
of Fornazzo. Streams of molten 
rock narrowly missed striking 


the entire village. 


Many residents are starting 


from scratch. Their orchards 
and vineyards have been burned 
and their croplands are buried 
under cooling lava. 


States of emergency were 


lifted in Fornazzo and nearby 
Sant'Alfio. 


Experts estimated that Etna 


poured out 140 million cubic 
yards of lava since April 5, 
making the fourth greatest 
eruption since 1669 when lava 
from the volcano destroyed the 
city of Catania. 


Lax In Drug Action 
Charged By Hughes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 


Harold E. Hughes, D-Iowa, said 
today the Nixon administration 
has been "sleeping through the 
tidal wave of heroin addiction" 
among 
returning Vietnam 


veterans. 


Hughes, who heads one of two

Alan 
Cranston, D-Calif., for hearings 
on the lack of treatment for 
addicted veterans discharged as 
undesirable or for bad conduct.

claimed that hundreds of per- 
sons have been arrested "for the 
sole reason that they have 
protested against the war and 
against the policies of the traitor 
Nguyen Van Thieu, president of 
South Vietnam." 


Speaking at the opening of the

The House rejected a com- 


prehensive overhaul of federal

in

allocations superseding m?ny 
categorical federal-state aid 
programs. 


Some of the sharpest criticism 


of the $5-billion general revenue- 
sharing program came from the 
senior Republican member of 
Ways and Means, Rep. John W. 
Byrnes of Wisconsin. 


Byrnes is backing a substitute 


measure to provide federal 
income tax credits for part of 
the state and local income taxes 
paid by individuals. He contends 
it would be more responsible to 
afford this relief and then leave 
the states to enact their own 
additional taxes to take up the 
slack and finance their own 
projects. 


Byrnes said the amount of tax 


effort varies widely from state 
to state and asked: "Why by 
monetary aid should we per- 
petuate the disparity between 
what the states do for them- 
selves?" 


He produced figures grouping 


the states by their tax effort-

revenue 
raised 
in 


proportion to personal income. 


If all states made an effort 


comparable to the top 10, Byrnes 


said, they could raise $18.6 
billion more in revenue. 


The top 10 on Byrnes' list are 


Wyoming, North Dakota, New 
Mexico, Hawaii, California, 
New York, Arizona, Alaska, 
Nevada and Minnesota. 


Heavily criticized by several 


members was the complicated 
formula by which the federal 
funds would be allocated, first to 
the states then in part to 
counties and municipalities. 


Rep. Sam Gibbons, D-Fla., 


said his home city of Tampa

conventional weapons, has been 
operating in the eastern parts of 
the Baltic.

Genera/ Accused Of Murder

WASHINGTON 
(AP)—The 


first U. S. general accused of 
murdering civilians in South 
Vietnam says the charges 
against him are "based on a one- 
sided report." 


Brig. Gen. John W. Donald- 


son, until recently a top planner 
for the Joint Chiefs of Staff, said 
Wednesday the investigation 
conducted by the 
Army's 


Criminal Intelligence Division 
was not complete. 


"Certain parts of this report 


and investigation have just now 
been made available to me and 
to my counsel," Donaldson said. 


"I would like to say I have full 


faith in the United States Army. 
The Army has been my life and I 
have full confidence in the U. S. 
military judicial system," he 
said. 


The 47-year-old West Point 


graduate is accused of mur- 
dering six Vietnamese civilians 
and assaulting two others. 


The Army has disclosed few 


details of the case but Pentagon 
sources said an investigation 
was started in November after a 
helicopter pilot said the general 
took pot shots at Vietnamese 
civilians while flying over 
Quang Ngai Province during an 
operation in late 1968. Donaldson 
was commander of the 4th In- 
fantry Brigade at tt the time of 
the alleged incidents. 


The Army, in announcing the 


charges, 
used 
the 
term 


"allleged" in referring to the 
civilians. It is understood this 
phrasing was used because an 
issue in the case is whether they 
were enemy troops. 


Also Wednesday, the Army 


said Lt. Col. William J. Mc- 
Closkey has been charged with 
the death cf two Vietnamese 
civilians in March 1969. The 
Army said the two cases are not 
related. 


Both officers were members 


of the American Division, llth 
Infantry Brigade, units of which 
were involved in the My Lai 


massacre. However, My Lai 
took place in March 1968, before 
either of the incidents said to 
have involved Donaldson and 
McCloskey. 


Officials said Donaldson, also 


the first American general 
charged with a war crime since 
1901, was advised in advance the 
charges would be announced 
and took the day off from his job 
as special assistant to the chief 
of staff for the 1st Army, 
headquartered at Ft. Meade, 
Md. 


He spoke to newsmen briefly 


outside his home in suburban 
Virginia but refused to answer 
questions about the basis for the 
charges. 


The 
charges 
against 


Donaldson and McCloskey now 
will be reviewed by Lt. Gen. 
Claire Hutchin, commanding 
general of the 1st Army. He will 
decide whether to carry the 
cases further and order a grand 
jury-type investigation. 


Hutchin could dismiss the 


charges if he finds the evidence 
is not sufficient 
to order 


prosecution. 


In a related development, Lt. 


Col. Anthony B. Herbert, who 
has brought dereliction of duty 
accusations against two other 
officers for allegedly covering 
up war crimes, told reporters he 
knew of several high-ranking 
Army officers who sought 
retirement after learning a 
brigadier general was under 
investigation. 


Donaldson took over the llth 


Brigade Oct. 4,1968— more than 
six months after My Lai. Mc- 
Closkey served as commander 
of the 3rd Battalion, 1st In- 
fantry, of the brigade, from Nov. 
19, 1968, until March 14, 1969. 


The llth Brigade commander 


at the time of My Lai, Col. Oran 
K. Henderson, has been accused 
of covering up the My Lai in- 
cident. Preliminary hearings in 
his trial at Ft. Meade are in 
recess.

Leadership sources report a 


petition calling for a talk curb is 
being circulated and could be 
filed Friday following votes on 
ending the draft and limiting its 
extension to one year 


If the petition is filed, the 


Senate will vote next Tuesday on 
limiting 
debate 
on 
the 


remainder of the bill, including 
amendments yet to be con- 
sidered 


These include the McGovern- 


Hatfield amendment to cut off 
all funds for U S operations in 
Indochina Dec 31 and a variety 
of proposals dealing with the 
draft law itself 


Both sides agree privately a 


first effort to get the two-thirds 
needed for a debate limitation 
probably would fail, 
but 
a 


second bid later in the week 
might succeed 


Sen MarkO Hatfield, R-Ore., 


sponsor of the volunteer-force 
proposal due for the first vote 
Friday, said during debate 
Wednesday he has 10 other 
amendments ready in the likely 
event that one fails 


"If it takes until December to 


consider the amendments," 
Hatfield said, "I am ready to 
fight the battle until Decem- 
ber " 


Sen Mike Gravel, D-Alaska, 


who has promised to filibuster to 
prevent passage of the draft bill 
by the June 30 expiration of the 


present act, said he is willing to 
agree to a reasonable time 
limitation on debate but none 
has been offered. 


An aide to Sen. George 


McGovern, D-S. D., co-sponsor 
of the Vietnam cutoff, said 
McGovern-Hatfield forces have 
told the leadership they would 
agree to about one week's 
debate on their amendment 


Democratic Leader 
Mike 


Mansfield, however, said he 
thinks the debate could be even 
shorter since the measure was 
discussed last year before the 
Senate rejected it 55 to 39 
Supporters say they didn't have 
enough time for proper debate 
last year. 


Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss , 


chairman of the Armed Services 
Committee and the draft bill's 
floor manager, and Republican 
Leader Hugh Scott have said 
they will seek to cut off debate to 
assure enactment of the bill by 
June 30. 


Draft authorities have said 


they would be able to keep 
manpower 
flowing 
to the 


military 
after June 30 if 


necessary by calling previously 
deferred men, including college 
students.
